Most of our peopte remained out of town until just a few days before 
Christmas. There are about 150 in the village at khke present. This 
is about half the usual population. Heretofore, after the Christmas 
season , the men took their families with them to the trapping grounds. 

: children of 
This year the council has ordered that all school age shall be kept tn 
school from the beginning of the school to the end. This is the greatest 
step of progress that the natives have made for many a day. It is to 


be hoped that they will be able to enforce the order. (8t should be 


borne in mind that the council is altogether native) . Bhe missionary 


has laid great stress upon education from the pulpit, in the council 


meetings where is advice is continually sought, and in private. 


The future of the work here depends in a large measure what the industrial, 
conditions are to be. In the past tkhexpes and at present the people have 
depended on fishing in summer and trapping in the winter to gain a living. 
They usually have made enough in a few months to carry them thraugh the 
year , but the last three years have found this a Harder task. Work of 

some kind is needed to keep them busw all the year. Many of our people 
are now in Petersburg because the are able to make a few dollars a 

week there. They are without any church influences and school for their 


children. I gugt learned a few days ago that the natives in Petersbupg 
had through their white friends there , tried to get the U.S. Bureau 


of Education to provide a school but without success. If the same 
conditions prevail another year something should be done for them. 

The Salvation Army continues its nullifying work. The govern- 
mentzgks school and church are seeking to bring the natives into 
civilazation through the use of the English language and the best customs 
of white people. The Army , through its native leaders : is doing mpre 
to continue the native language than any other force. In many instances 
the leaders are not far enough advanced to know what is best and so the 
old ideas are brought into force in the work of the Army and evil things 
are condoned by them, Surely if those in authority in our church could 
present the matter in a forceful cue heads of the Army they 
might be made to see the trouble that they are causing. It is the 
 ttiadtan Hct the American , which has the Alaska territory. the writer 
believes phat if every native should leave ourchurches there would be 
plenty of work for the missionaries because every one familiar with the 


situation knows that real conversion among the natives is rare. This 


last thought may answer the question that is so often asked, " Why 


are there not more results 4n the native work?"

The natives do not understand the need of getting 

down to hard work to perpetuate the work of Christ. This summer I 
tried to give them an example of what one can do if he tries. I offered 
to give a sack of seed potatoes to be planted for paying the interpreter. 
I got the help of thirteen people to plant them, Then I planted enough 
extra to buy some shimgles foythe east side of the chirch. The shingles 
have been bought and put on. One pleasing thing about this was that 
every person I asked to help did so. Wonder off wonders Haynes DeWitt \ 
was among the numberj ge had told me in a confidential way that he 
was going to work hard in the church this winter¥ By being on the job 
all of the time the work was completed. ahis job gave me a chance to 
inspect the church building. It is rottening in go many places that it 
cannot last many more years e Steps should be taken for a new church 
within the next two years at any rate.

This quarter's work started in with good prospects. The attendance was 
above normal for this season of the year. This was brought about by the 
men ‘leaving their families in town so that théér children could attend 
the day school. But in February and March we had an epidemic of influenza. 
Several services had to be postponede The Sunday school averaged 55 for 
the quarter. On two Sundays there was no school conducted. There have 
been 10 deaths since the first of the year. Since our arrival here in 
November 1917 thete have heen 71 deaths. There have been about 55 births 
in the same period. Dre Se He Doyle in Oresbyterian Home Missions" - (1902) 
page 19% states that the Kakes numbered 700 . There are not more than 
400 at present. We have never had more than 300 in the village at any one 
Sime. these comparisons show that theyare a dying race. It looks like

During the rush of securing teachers and shipping supplies 
to Arctic Alaska, i received your letter of Jume 19, enclosing Rever- — 
end J. Roscoe Fitzgerald's statemont reflecting on the menner in 
which the erection of the Kake residence was conducted in 1920-1921. 

I shell now try to sive you a brief statenent régerding the questions 
raised by My, Fitzgerald. . . 


It is to be regretted that this reverend gentleman has post- 
poned his reflections until this late day. I was at Kake during the 
winter of 1919-20, spending a day and a night in the village, and dis- 
cussed with Mr, Pitsgerald many things connected with the native village. 
i sew him egain in October, 1920, at Ketehiken and Metlakatla, spending 
many hours in his presence. These two occasions gave him abundant op- 
portunity to diseuss any apparent waste of funds which he had detected 
in the erection of the Kake building; or if these opportunities had not 
ecourred, he could have written me, confidentially or otherwise, sug- tts 
gesting that we investigate the method used in connection With the con-— 
struction of that buildings ‘The fact that he did not raise ony of 
these questions previous to the present time leads me to believe that 
the attack made is for malicious rather than constructive purposes. - 
The charges gocm to be aimed chiefly et Superintendent Hawkesworth, 
evidently because he believes in striking at a man who he thinks is 
under fire. ) 


Here sre the facts in connection with the construction of — 
the Keke residence. Superintendent Hewkesvorth was not in charge of 
the building at any stage of its construction. He hai nothing todo = 
with the purchase of the material for the building. He was not direct- 
ly connected with the hiring of the carpenters in the erection of the 
puilding. The suthorizations for the erection of this building, limited | 
to & cost of $5,000, were given to Mr, H. U. Sinclair, supply and pur- 
chosing agent of this office. If, as the reverend gentleman states, — 
that money was thrown to the four winds in connection with the con- . 
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struction of this building, Mr, H. ©. Sinclair, Mx. Charles Sydnor, 
and myself, must be held responsi ble. | 


it is, however, true, as Mr. Fitzgerald has asserted, that 
no contract was let for the Kake building. ‘This is true, however, of 
every Other build!ng which we have erected in Alaska during the past 
twelve yoars, with the exception of the Juneau hospital. ‘This build- 
ing wees erected under contract. Because it was impracticable to secure 
competition for the construction of our onal] buildings in isolated 
villages in Alaska, we learned years ago that the only economical wey 
to erect these buildings is by day labor, In practically 411 of these 
buildings we have purchased the mterial for them upon Government bids 
and shipped it to the points where the buildings are to be erected, by 
carriers giving us the bost rates. The employment of day labor in the 
construction of these buildings has never been above the going wages 
of the commmity. In a number of cases it has been less than the cus- 
tomary wagedse . rh | 


The enclosed statement of expenditures made for building 
materiel ond labor in connection vith the Kake building shows that 
a total of ©5,341.19 was expended in the years 1919-20 and 1920-21. 
These expenditures are itemized according to payments made on vouch- 
erse ‘They show that in 1919-20, (707.25 was peid for white lebor, and 
609.32 for mative labors; and for 1920-21, 992,00 was expended for white 
labor and $14.00 for native labor, making 4 total expenditure of $799.25 
for white labor and $523,582 for native labor, or a grand total of (1,522.57 
for labor. ‘The largest voucher paid in connection with the labor was to 
Be Je Mills, who worked on the building from September 6 to October 2, 
at 75 cents en hour, §517,00. ‘The next largest labor item was to Haines 
De Vitt, an educated native carpenter, who labored on the building during 
September end October at 75 cents an hour, (316.15, The next largest 
labor voucher was to Béward Sydnor, who worked on the building during 
deptenber and October st 77.50 per day, $270.00. The other people who 
worked on this building, vith the exception of Ur, Stedman and d, i. Mitz~ 
gerald, wore indians. Mr, Hdward Sydnor was the father of Charles Sydnor, 
the teacher in charge. When he called at this office en route to visit 
his son in Aloska, we learned thet he was & carpenter end had had con- 
siderable experience in the construction of buildings. Labor being 
scarce here at that time, and prectically 611 of the evailable labor 
in Alaska being employed in comection with the fishing industry, we 
readily consented to the euployment of Ur, Sydnor in connection with 
the construction of this building, and from 611 accounts, believe we 
received good value for the money paid him. 


hie building was e@ duplicate of the Hydaburg residence. 
The latter was erected in 1916-17 at a cost of more than &1,500 for 
the labor in its erection. it wes built by two carpenters and & num 
per of native assistants, ‘The limit of cost on the Kake building was 
exceeded for the reason that when the allotment was made we did not 
contemplate making a basement end equipping with furnace, plumbing, 
beth, ote. You will note among the vouchers listed that the plumbing, 
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7 bath, ete., purchased from Crane Company, anounted to 159.51, and 

' the furnace, purchased from lL. J. Mueller Furnace Company, smounted 
to (491.78, a total of 0645.23, which, with freight, made an expendi- 
ture of something over (¢700,00. 


In our attempt to save in the purchase of lumber for this 
building we consented to the purchase of dimension material from a 
sawmill at Petersburg, the Arness lumber Company. if the lumber hai 
been of good quality end properly sized, it would have saved us con- 
siderable money. However, the cerpenters who worked on the building, 
end those who saw it, informed us that because of the poor quelity and 
difference in thickness it added much to the cost of the building. This 
lwaber was delivered by the Petersburg company on & scow one Sumdey morn- 
inge in order to save demurrage cost, at the recuest of the scow man 
liv. Sydnor arrangeé with some of the natives to help discharge the iun- 
bere While they were engaged in this work, Reverend Fitzgerald, I have 
been informed, scolded the natives and upbraided im. Syinor for encourag- 
ing Sunday work, Mr. Sydnor, of course, cleimed it was urgent. 


fhe irregular sizes of the lumber was not detected until they 
bewen working with it. Mr. Sydnor protested to the company with regard 
to the quality and kimi of lwiber, and the matter of a rebate was refer~ 
red te this office. It was finelly settled by the company deducting 
£200 from the price of the lumber delivered. it is my recollection 
that when this settlement was made, the Bank of Petersburg (of which 
Mr. ZT. Ge Elsemore, mentioned by Mr, Fitzgerald, is the cashier) was 
receiver for the Amess Lumber Company end was either party to or knew 
of the manager of the mill company objecting to giving us a rebate on 
the lumber purchased, in other wrds, the Petersburg mill blamed 
My. Sydnor, our teacher, for the loss of the (100 on the delivery of 
the lumber ordered for the Kake buildings | | 


My. Piteserald hes referred to Ur, Kirberger, Ur. Vinard, 
My. Paine, and Mr. Stewart. Wessrs., Kirberger and Stewart are mere — 
chente in Kake. Until the errival of Mr, Sydnor, they had practically 
all the native trade. ‘The natives, becoling convinced that Ur, Sydnor 
was ® man whom they could trust, asked him to help then reorganize & 
emeall Indian store company, known ac the Bureke Trading Compeny. This 
little organization scon became a factor vhich interfered with the 
pusiness of the local merchants, Its sales for the first year amounted 
to approximately $17,000; the second year, 9165500, hae 


Mr, Sydnor, discovering that the natives claimed they were not 
yeceiving a square deal from the superintendent of the Kake canning com — 
pany, undertook to help in sdjusting the difference. The superintendent, 
who was lir. Minera or one of his predecessors, resented thie interference. 


My. Paine, during the first year of lr, Sydnor’s stay in 
Kale, was the receiver for the Kirberger store, it having gone into 
pankruptey ® few years previous to that time. the receivership, howe 
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ever, was understood to be a friendly one; therefore Mr. Paine and 
Mr. Kirberger worked in perfect harmony. Mir, Paine interviewed me 
in Jamary, shortly after Mr, Sydnor arrived in Kake, and protested 
against our keeping a man like Sydnor at Kake, claiming that he was 
un-American, etc. Later, he made another attack on Mr. Sydnor to 
Superintendent Hawkesworth on the seme ground, It seems that ir, 
Sydnor was & Qudker and therefore had the views of his church regard- 
ing war. Not deeming this of sufficient importanée to suspend a teach- 
er, and believing that Mir, Sydnor was an efficient worker and had the 
interests of the natives at heart (which has since been proved) we 
ignored the charges made by lr, Paine. 


During the spring of 1920, Mr. Sydnor requested ennual 
leave for the month of May and it was granted by the Commissioner 
of Education. Previous to Uy. Sydnor's departure from Kake, Super- 
intendent Hawkesworth transferred our Sitke teacher, ii. Albert K. . 
lady, to Kake in order thet he aight do the inside work on the resi- 
dencee Mr. Ludy, by the way, before entering our service as principal 
of our Sitka day school had been manual training instructor for a nun- 
ber of years in the well equipped Sheldon Jackson school, operated at 
Sitka by the Woman's Board of the Presbyterian Church. It was thought 
by Mir. Hawkesworth and ourselves that Mir, Ludy would be able to complete 
the building during the spring and summer. He proved, however, to be 
@ very slow workman, and when fall came, the building was not entirely 
finished inside. He and his family occupied it during the winter. He 
did some work on it, but at the end of the year he had not yet completed 
all of the work to be done on the building, Superintendent Hawkesworth 
expressed his disappointment in the progress which Mr. lady made on the 
building and recommended that he be not continued in the service after 
the terminetion of his appointment June 50, 1921. 


fo heave transferred Mr. Ludy to Kake to finish the school 
building was no innovation in this service. it has been our practice 
in the past to secure teachers, if possible, who sre competent to do 
carpentry work on houses. ‘/e must admit, howeger, that wo erred in. 
judgement in the transfer of lr, ludy to Kake and that he either lacked 
the skill or the energy to do the work he should have done in the fifteen 
months he was at that station as an associate worker of the Reverend 
J. Roscoe Fitzgerald. If is my belief that if the Reverend Fitzgerald 
had shown as great interest in the building during Mr, Ludy's residence 
at Kake as he Gid when he wrote this letter, he could have influenced 
the letter to make a better showing than he did, ena 


During Mr. Sydnor's term of service at K ake, there was a 
spirit of jealousy, and whet ot times appeared to be hatred, existing 
between him and Reverend Fitzgerald, Mr, and lirs, Sydnor were generally | 
liked by the mtives. They hai the natives’ confidence. When Mr, Sydnor. 
amounced his intention of leaving the service they requested that we 
continue him as our representative at Kake. ‘They informed us he ws ih 
the one men we had had st Kake who had shown ® genuine interest in the 
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native people and had not yielded to the influences of the “powers that | 


‘be™. It may be of interest to note that since returning to California, 
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Mr. Sydnor has held & splendid position ag teacher in the Riverside 
high school, and has recently been promoted to a better position in 
the Pasadena schools, I have so much confidence in him as @ teacher — 
and native worker that I asked him recently if he would rar te the 
superintendency of the Metlakatla school. 


If Reverend J, Roscoe Fitzgerald has me geen it already, 
i believe that some day he will realize that in making these charges 
against Superintendent Hawkesworth and wr. Sydnor he has been the un- 
conscious victim of his own jealousy, and probably the tool of some 
designing people who have taken advantage of his jealousy to use him 
in making thie malicious sttack.
